ALLAHABAD,, India, Sept. 5.— 
After a flight»by com » Hearings 
of eight hours and titty minutes, the 
Pride of De * around the 
world, was cleverly landed on’ the 
sodden field of the airdrome at Bam- 
rauli at 3:30 P. M. today from Ka- 
rachi. Heavy monsoon showers which 
fell this morning had “modified to a 
drizzle only a short time’ before the 
sound of the monoplane flying low 
under a dome of leaden ‘sky was 
heard. 

The pilots, Edward F. Schlee and 
William 8S, Brock, twice circled the 
airdrome and then effected a perfect 
landing, throwing up :water with a 
gentle swish: Taxiing down the cen- 
tre of the field and turning ‘ata 
sharp right angle, the plane’ came 
quietly to a halt. Representatives of 
the ress and’ of the Parsi Oil con- 
tractors were the only ones presént, 
but young officers from the brigade 
staff. soon arrived and arranged: for 
standing guard over the — yellow 
beauty, upon which the autographs 
scribbled by admirers en route were 
to be seen. Noticeable also were ap- 
preciative comments such as ‘‘They 
collect the goods!’’ 


Pilots Are Well Satisfied. 


The airmen expressed satisfaction 
with the journey, saying +y had no 
difficulty in spite of the rain. They 
used so little oil that it was unnec+ 
essary to refuel here. Brock de- 
clared he was ready to rest, but 
Schlee professed a willingness to’ try:|* 
another. 1,000 miles. They motored 
into Allahabad, where they dre spend- 
ing the night at the bungalow of the 
editor of The Pioneer. 

Brock was very tired, having been 
unable to get much rest during the: 
qourney. hlee was slightly deaf 

ut cheerful. He stated that until 
he reached Calcutta he would be un- 
able to tell, whether their pro sed 
route -to Rangoon, Tutane; 
kong, Tokio (Midway’ Island) and

Record to Go to Macready.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—If Jean 

Callizo, the French flier, is stripped 
of his world’s altitude records for 
alleged tampering with his baro- 
graph last. week,.Lieutenant John A. 
Macready, formerly of the United 
States Army Air Service, will suc- 
ceed to the laurels. 


Lieutenant Macready, who resigned 
from the Air Corps about a year ago 
and is a veteran of many high 
flights, holds the American record of 
11,797 meters, or 38,704 feet for Class 
Cc airplanes, returning to point of de- 
parture without refueling. 

This American record has been 
confirmed and is recognized by the 
National Aeronautic Association of 
the United States. It was ‘made un- 
der rules and regulations established 
by the Federationshrdlanrdandwaon 
by the Fédération Aeronautique In- 
ternationale, or. F. A..1.,-which has 
the final say in the matter of world’s 
records. 

Macready’s record of 38,704 feet 
was made in the CO--5, a biplane, 
engined with a Liberty 400-horse- 
power motor, using a supercharger.

“LEEDS, Sept. 5.—The theory of 
relativity, cosmic rays and the 
meéchanism whereby ductless glands 
influence the development of the 
human body for better or for worse 
were the major topics discussed to- 
day before thé British Association 
for.the Advancement of Science. 

Taking as his subject ‘“‘The Out- 
standing Problems of Relativity,’’ 
Professor E. T, Whittaker of Edin- 
burgh tg bhede | revealed to mathe- 
matical physicists the enormous part 
Einstein’s conception of space and 
time was destined to play in science. 
It was more than ever evident, he 
said, that the Euclidian geometry we 
learned at school presented an incor- 
rect. picture of pace and that it had 
been definitely dethroned. 

Strange as its conclusions must 
seem, Professor Whittaker went on, 
to those who still believe that paral- 
lel lines never meet and that ep 
is infinite, the theory of relativity 
has been experimentally verified in 
the manner predicted by Einstein. 

Professor Whittaker cited some 
new consequences of relativity, thus 
opening u» new. fields in astronomy 
and physics. 


Gravitation May Capture a Ray. 
Most curious of these are the con- 
sequences following the discovery 
made during fecent_ eclipses that 
light has weight and that it is 


attracted by a huge body like the 
sun. 

Professor Whittaker showed that 
if the attracting is enormous 
the pull of gravitation may be so 
powerful as to capture a ray, just as 
if it were a meteor. This means that 
forever after the ray would follow 
the captor body in a path approach- 
ing a circle. 

Yet another deduction of Whitta- 
ker’s is that if the gravitation of a 
planet could vary rapidly an electri- 
fied body in the field of attraction 
would emit radiation, though station- 


a 

Now that a definite connection 
has been set up between electricity 
and gravitation,’’ he says, *‘the whole 
electro-magnetic theory must be re- 
written.”’ 

Indeed, Whittaker believes the time 
has arrived when relativity ought to 
have its definitions, axioms, theorems 
and.deductions, so that we can.sub- 
stitute simple for’ the present com- 
posite conceptions. 

» A striking contribution to the. cur- 
vification theory of Einstein is Whit- 
taker’s: definition: of relativity: in a 
single sentence: ‘‘Gravitation sim maply 
represents .a continued. effort. of 


Tuniverse to straighten itself.’’ Here, 


perhaps, we have a faint giimmering 
of what Einstein, following Min- 
kowski, means when he says space 
is ourved. 

After Professor R. A. Millikan’s 
lecture on cosmic rays of last Friday 
evening in-which he disclosed for.the 
first time the results of recent 
studies in Bolivia and California, the 

Ihysicists flocked eagerly to hear 
Dr W. Kolhoerster of Germany 
speak on the same subject. 

Dr. Koelhoerster began his studies 
of the mysterious highly penetrating 
cosmic rays the year before the war 
with measurements. made in_ bal- 
loons at altitudes of five to five-and- 
a-half miles and thus entered this 
field of inquiry nine years before 
Millikan. 

As already reported, Millikan was 
able to show the British Association 
how he actually observed these cos- 
mic rays pass — h0 feet of 
water, equivalent to aaron feet of 
lead. Dr. Kolhoerster’~ offered no 
such precise measurements, but 
contented himself with describing his 
measuring instruments, his efforts 
to avoid disturbing effects of radia- 
tions from, radium and similar ele- 
ments in the earth’s crust and his 
general. technique. 

From experiments made in a cave 
dug in an Alpine glacier and in an 
ice funnel in which he mounted meas- 
uring instruments, Dr. Kolhoerster 
deduces what he considers strong evi- 
dence of variation in intensity in the 
strange rays. He states that they 
are stronger by night than by day, 
The possibility of error is so great 
in view of the difficulty in carrying 
out accurate _measurements that 
verification is called for. 

There. can be no doubt that Kol- 
hoerster and Millikan have broken 
new ground in physics. As yet no 
one knows whence come these rays 
more penetrating than any man ‘can 
produce. Eddington has shown that 
some stars in which matter is con- 
stantly. being destroyed to produce 
light waves are gigantic X-ray tubes, 
but there is no evidence that the rays 
studied ‘by Kolhoerster and Millikan 
come from stars. 

Dr. G. 8S. Simpson, head of the 
British physicists, referring to these 
rays in commenting on Dr. Kolhoer- 
ster’s address, suggested that the 
earth was constantly losing atmos- 
pheric electricity in a way not yet 
accounted for and that perhaps 
there may be some connection be- 
tween cosmic rays and this loss.

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PRESIDENT VISITS 
MOUNT COOLIDGE 


He Ascends Nearly to Top of 
Black Hills Peak Recently 
Renamed for Him. 


HAS A QUIET LABOR DAY 


Executive Offices Are Closed and 
the President Enjoys Com- 
plete Relaxation. 


From a Staff Correspondent of The New 
York Times. 

RAPID CITY, S. D., Sept. 5.— 
President Coolidge spent Labor Day 
resting on the porch of the Summer 
White House and in a trip which 
carried him almost to the summit 
of Mount Codjidge, a peak in the 
Needles Section of the Black Hills, 
named for the President since he 
came here for his Summer vacation. 

Nearing the end of the twelfth 
week of his stay in South Dakota, 
the President plans to leave here 
Friday night after what he has de- 
scribed to a visitor as the most 
pleasant vacation of his life, a vaca- 
tion that brought him in contact 
with Western life and its hospitality 
and one that afforded him an op- 
portunity for trout fishing, riding 
and participation in the public gath- 
erings of the people. 

President Coolidge returns to 
Washington, in some respects, a dif- 
ferent man. Having decided to re- 
tire from office at the end of his 
term he will devote his remaining 
months as President to carrying out 
the pledges he made in 1924 and in 
solidifying his constructive economic 
policies. He will be neutral in the 
primary elections next year, hopeful 
that the electors will select as his 
successor a man who will carry on 
along the general lines of his Ad- 
ministration. Secretary Hoover and 
Charles E. Hughes are the type of 
men who represent those ideas, and 
it is known that the President os 
that either would be the trustee of

Through a provision in the Purnell 
bill, $20,000 a year is provided for ex-

Mastick Announces First Con- 
ference of Its Kind in 
State This. Month. 


DEPLORES FARM CONDITIONS 


Says Many Homesteads Have 
Been Abandoned Because 
Levies Could Not Be Met. 


‘|WOULD HALTIMPROVEMENTS 


Too Muen Paid Oout for Roads and 
Schools, He Asserts—Legislators 
to Attend Meeting.

PLEASANTVILLE, N. Y., Sept. 
5.—As a result of widespread and 
increasing concern over burdens of 
taxation shown in many areas of 
New York State, a call for the first 
State tax conference of its kind, to 
be held at Saranac Inn, on Sept. 14, 
15 and 16, has been issued by State 
Senator Seabury C. Mastick, as 
Chairman of the Joint State Com- 
mittee on Taxation and ‘“Retrench- 
ment. 

The conference will be attended by 
members of the tion commit- 
tees of both the Assembly and the 
State Senate, the State Tax Commis- 
sioners, and the heads of Depart- 
ments of Taxation and Finance. 

No indication has been given as to 
what will be the outcome of the dis- 
cussion, which is expected to cover 
not only taxes levied by the State, 
but to * adequate. consideration 
to county, town, school, municipal 
and village taxes. For several years, 
Senator Mastick has paid close at- 
tention to the developing situation, 
and a few days ago he completed a 
1,500-mile motor tour through the 
Central and Western areas of the 
State, which convinced him, he said, 
that measures were imperative if 
present tendencies were not to run 
into extravagance which would have 
unfortunate effect on property values 
in certain localities. In an interview 
this evening at his Bear Ridge home, 
near Pleasantville, he referred par- 
ticularly to the large number of 
abandoned farms he saw. 


Finds Abandoned Farms. 


These are not merely pathetic as 
examples of deserted homestedds,”’ 
he said, ‘‘but furnish striking illus- 
trations of the financial difficulties

A good many, I think, 
now realize the questionable wisdom 
of blindly voting for every suggested 
public improvement without stopping 
to think whether they are able to 
pay for it. This, of course, is a hope- 
ful sign for the future, but it will 
not do much to ease the, burden now 
being carried. 


Too Much for Roads and Schools. 


‘‘Primarily responsible for the ex- 
isting situation are the roads and the 
schools. I am, of course, heartily in 
favor of good schools and of good 
roads. Just as many good schools 


and just as many good roads as tax- 
payers.can build and maintain with- 
out too much sacrifice. But there is 
a limit to the number of costly high- 
ways and elaborate school buildings 
which can be paid for out of taxes 
raised by counties, towns, school dis- 
tricts, cities and villages. People I 
have talked with seem to feel that 
this limit has been reached in quite a 
number of localities and actually ex- 
ceeded in others. 

‘In my opinion both roads and 
schools should be financed by the 
State. On this way the burden would 
be lifted from the back of the local 
community. Already the schools are 
a State function, and the roads are 
largely so because they are used only 
in part by local residents, and to a 
very great extent by tourists living 
elsewhere.’’

‘Dressed’ Writing. 


MUST NOT TRANSCRIBE TALK 


Poor Literature Now in Vogue in 
Undermining Public’ Taste in 
Literature, He Declares. 


The use of slang by yepular writers 
of fiction is undermiaing the appre- 
ciation of the public for genuine 
literature, according to Robert Un- 
derwood Johnson, poet.and former 
Ambassador to Italy, who returned 


yesterday on the French liner Savoie 
after attending an International con- 
ferénce in London sponsored by the 
Society for Pure English of London 
in conjunction with the American 
Academ rts and Letters, of 
which r. Johnson is Secretary. 
Among other conferees were Robert 
Bridges, Poet Laureate of England, 
George-Bernard Shaw, Lord Balfour 
and Henry Seidel Canby. 
_.“My.feeling is that a firm line 
should be drawn between the speech 
of literature and the speech of famil- 
iar conversation, one being the full 
official dress, and the other the fa- 
tigue dress of language,’’ Mr. John- 
son: declared, 

The modern American fiction and 
“fables” written in slang and ac- 
claimed as art by some critics could 
not properly be termed literature, 
Mr. Johnson said. 


Idiom Is Permissible. 


He conceded, however, that liter- 
ature could not be entirely indepen- 
dent of the popular idiom. : 

“From time to time,’’ he_ said, 
“there must be substantial additions 
to the body of the language based 
on modifications of popular speech; 
but the main body of the language 
must continue to remain that which 
is winnowed out of tradition and em- 
bodied in the best literature. 

“One thing with which good taste 
in literature has to contend is the 
undue accent given to poor writing 
in books of large vogue. The only 
cure for this is to lay the emphasis 
upon the best style of all genera- 
tions.”’ 

Mr. Johnson declined to concede 
that there was any such thing as an 
American language, but agreed that 
there were marked differences be- 
tween English as spoken in England 
and as spoken here. He did not see 
much chance of unifying the two. 
‘“‘Both among the American and Eng- 
lish members,’’ he said, ‘‘there was 
much toleration not only of opinion 
but of localisms. 

‘There is no intention,’? he de- 
clared, ‘‘of anything so formidable 
as to invade either country with the 
prejudices and practices of the 
other. Nearly everybody contributed 
something neipful and appropriate. 
It was realized that the movement 
for betterment of spoken and writ- 
ten language must be of slow 
growth; and its first manifestation 
must be in awakening the public to 
a sense of ideality as well as awaken- 
ing speakers and writers to the de- 
sirability of good English. 


Divergences in Pronunciation. 


“Tt was seen that the divergences 
of pronunciation,. such as ‘centen- 
ary’ in America and ‘centeenary’ 
in England, must be respected. I be- 
lieve that on the whole the spirit of 
the conference was admirable, and 
that the foundation will be laid for 
a broad and reasonable movement in 
inspiring better speech, for, after all, 
good speech is one of the finest of 

e fine arts.’’ 

Mr. Johnson said that he was 
“surprised to find how much inter- 
ested Mr. Shaw was in the movement 
and how practical were his sugges- 
tions.’’ 

In the course of the discussion, 
which took a wide ange. e 
that he had discoveréd from statis- 
tics in Great Britain that the ways 
of pronouncing the English language 
numbered more than 42,000,000, or 
the exact amount of the population 
of the country according to the last 
census.

Dr.-John F, Carson in the Central 
Presbyterian Church, Brooklyn, of 
which he had been pastor for thirty- 
eight years, Dr. Carson died on Fri- 
day at Stony Brook, L. 1.

Advertisers. using first and-second 
closs mails wasted more than $1,000,- 
000 last year through old and innacu- 
rate address lists, according to a 
statement yesterday trom the’ Execu- 
tive’ Division ‘of the United States 
Postoffice‘in Brooklyn, So great has 
become the waste that postmasters 
plan @ campaign of interviews with 
advertisers to lower it. Of the amount 
‘literally thrown away” $600,000 is 
confined to first-class mail.‘ 

“A very mouch Jarger amount was 
lost by advertisers who used third- 
class postage,” said the statement, 
‘‘but it cannot be estimated, since a 
separate record is. not.kept .of unde- 
liverable third-class matter.” 

Advertising sent under third-class 
postage is not sent to the dead-letter 
office, but is disposed of as waste 


Hil by postmasters. 


“The records of the Postoffice De- 

partment show that during the year, 
12,688,567 letters containing circulars 
and advertising matter, all mailed as 
first-class matter, were disposed of 
as waste by the dead-letter service,’’ 
the statement goes on. ‘Figured at 
5 cents each to cover the cost of 
material, printing, labor and post- 
age, the total amounts to $635,428.35. 
This advertising matter furnished 
more than §0 per cent. of all the 
dead letters handled during the year. 

“Two reasons may be assigned for 
at least 95 per cent. of all these let- 
ters being sent to the dead-letter of- 
fice: First, incorrect addresses, due 
to the use of obsolete mailing lists, 
and, second, the use of envelopes 
without return cards, both in spite of 
the Postoffice Department’s constant 
and urged advice to the contrary. 

‘It is the opinion of officials of 
the Postoffice Department that hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars annual- 
ly°can be saved by advertisers by the 
use of return cards on their en- 
velopes instead of mailing them out 
blank, as is practiced by many of 
them, and the advantage gained 
through the use of return cards 
would more than offset any possible 
disadvantages, 

“The department’s view is that, 
with few exceptions, all sealed letters 
bearing first-class postage are opened 
by their recipients, whether or not 
the envelopes bear the cards of the 
mailers, and that, once opened, the 
contents will receive the same atten- 
tion, regardless of the nature of the

Child: Study Group Urges Program 
to End Neglect and Stem Rise ~ 
of Delinquency of Children. 


The. Joint. Committee on Negro 
Child: Study in New York City, issu- 
ing its report yesterday on-a seven 
months’ study. of delinquent and neg- 
lected: negro children who have ap- 
peared before the Children’s Court, 
recommended among other things 
the development of a.special social. 
welfare program for Harlem and 
other negro districts of the city by 
the Welfare Council..of New York; 
It suggested that this “be done 
through .a joint committee within 
the Welfare Council representing all 
the committees now interested in 
negro welfare work, 

Thirty social agencies were repre- 
sented on the Joint Committee, 
which conducted its investigation in 


cooperation with the National Urban 
League and the Women’s City Club 
of New York. Its report carries a 
foreword by Presi ustice Frank- 
in C. Hoyt of the ildren’s Court, 
expressing his hope that the report 
would help inform the public of 
“deplorable conditions’? among the 
New York negroes and enable negro 
children to receive their proper share 
of institutional education and train- 
ing. Because of the scarcity of insti- 
tutions willing to aecept such chil- 
dren, he continued, the Children’s 
Court is almost daily confronted with 
its inability to deal constructively 
with negro children under 16 years 
of age who need custodial care. 


Home Life Is Broken Up. 


“Harlem, the home of jazz, blues 
and night clubs, the negro heaven 
of fiction,’’ the report says, ‘‘is in 
reality a place where overcrowding, 
rent exploitation and the lack of non- 
commercial recreational facilities is 
breaking up the family life of the 
negro, where the number of mothers 
forced to abandon home duties for 
outside work is four to five times as 
great among negroes as among the 
white population, where the propor- 
tion of delinquent and neglected chil- 
dren is four to five times as great 
among the negro as hse! the white 
population of New York Na 

e report shows that in the past 
ten years, through migrations from 
the South, the negro population of 
New York has increased at a rate 
nearly four times as great as the in- 
crease in general po tion, that 
there are now in this city more than’ 
200,000 negroes, that largely as a 
result of enforced parental neglect 
and because of the lack of organized 
recreational facilities there has been 
since 1919 a considerable increase in 
the délinquency and neglect of negro 
children as against a decrease in de- 
linquency among white children. 

It summarizes other outstanding re- 
sults of the investigation as follows: 

*On the basis of — the 
proportion of juvenile delinquency 
among negroes is considerably great- 
er than among the whites; but where- 
as the most common charge against 
white boys is stealing, that against 
negro boys is disorderly conduct; the 
offense second in importance among 
negro boys is desertion of home, 
whereas among white boys who are 
brought to the Children’s Court it is 
— 

— cases of negro chil- 
dren in the New York City Children’s 
Court 61 per cent. were delinquents; 
ne boys brought into court for 
delinquency outnumbered the girls 
three to one. 

“Contributing causes of delin- 
quency among negro children the 
committee found to be: (1) Lack of 
opportunities for supervised recre- 
ation; (2) lack of parental control 
commonly where mothers work out- 
side the home; (3) retardation in 
school and resulting tendency to 
truancy.”’ 


Offers a Remedial Plan. 


In order to meet the problem of 
the disorganization of family life 
caused by overcrowding in the 
negro quarters, the report recom- 
mends, in addition to the coordina- 
tion of negro social welfare work 
under the Welfare Council, the fol- 
lowing steps: Increased recreational 
programs for adolescent negro youth; 
an increase in the municipal facili- 
ties for play; after-school and Sum- 
mer activities in school buildings; 
social centres for adults and the fam- 
ily as a unit; more Summer camp 
facilities for those who can pay as 
well as the poor; an extension of 
probation service; more _ visiting 
teachers in schools; more Big Broth- 
er and Big Sister supervision; in- 
creased appropriations from _ the 
State Legislature to increase the 
capacity of the New York State 
Training School for Girls; provision 
for neglected negro boys and girls 
who are Protestants, particularly for 
those over 12 years of age, and more 
suitable provision in State institu- 
tions for délinquent bom. ‘ 

Miss Virginia M. urray of the 
New York Travelers’ Aid Society was 
Chairman of the committee. Miss 
Clarissa M. Scott, a Wellesley gradu- 
ate, did the field work. The investi- 
gation as a whole was directed by a 
study committee, under the chair- 
manship of Charles S. Johnson of the 
National Urban League, including 
Mrs. Tempie J. Burge, Walter W. 
Pettit, Miss Rachel H. Powell, Mrs. 
E. P. Roberts and Miss Murray.

It will con- 
duct. a campaign this year immedi- 
ately after the adoption at its con- 
vention in Chattanooga, Tenn., in 
October, of a ‘‘platform of American 
industry,’’ for submission to the na- 
tional ‘conventions of the two major 
parties next year, but this will be 
preliminary to the campai to get 
out the vote for the dential 
election next year. 

The campaign will be — — 
and the association again broad- 
cast its slogan, ‘Vote as you please, 
but vote.”’ 

To emphasize the need for the re- 
vival of the public’s interest in vot- 
ing, the basis of the conduct of the 
nation’s business, Mr. Edgerton said 
that in 1896, 80 per cent. of the coun- 
try’s eligible voters went to the polls;

It is possible to 
withhold unfavorable néws or opin- 
ion by delaying press dispatches or 
by .cutting out offending portions. 
‘The expulsion of a correspondent 
may temporarily still an unwelcome 
voice. But with that natural curi- 
osity which makes the average man 
more interested in what is ‘withheld 
than in what is: freely given, the 
public in-other countries is likely to 
pay. all the more attention to what 
has been censored (when, as always 
happens, it gets through) and to 
show a greater interest in the re- 
marks of a correspondent who has 
been sent away. Both systems, inci- 
dentally, place a premium on news 
from outside—and often unfriendly— 


The excuse for censorship is that, 
without it, all manner of misrepre- 
sentations can be sent abroad in the 
form of “news.” This occasionally 
happens. But experience has shown 
that in most cases every unfair or 
adverse statement is offset by fair 
and favorable dispatches. The diffi- 
culty of obtaining accurate foreign 
news is often great. But the earnest 
effort of nearly all correspondents is 
to discover what is actually taking 
place and faithfully to report events. 
One: class of foreign dispatches 
may be called in a sense a by-prod- 
uct of censorship. This was particu- 
larly in evidence during the World 
War. It is made-up of stories 
(mostly rumors) sent from one for- 
eign capital about events in a near- 
by nation. The stricter the censor- 
ship in a country, the greater is the 
tendency to accept as trustworthy 
reports originating in neighboring 
centres. This means that frequently 
more distorted ideas are spread than 
might have come from the hands 
even of unfriendly correspondents on 


Several nations of Europe and 
some of the Eastern countries find it 
hard to admit freedom for foreign 
correspondents, owing to the fact 
that journalistic standards are not 
the. same there as in England and in 
the United States. Many Continental 
newspapers are personal or Govern- 
ment organs and open their columns 
for pay. A notorious case in point 
was the campaign carried on in 
French newspapers by Russia prior 
to.the World War. When such prac- 
tices prevail it is not strange that 
certain Governments hesitate to give 
foreign correspondents a free rein. 
Fortunately, the standard of Eng- 
lish ‘and American newspapers is 
altogether. different. Their foreign 
correspondents, in so far as it is 
humanly possible, have sought to 
obtain the news and to transmit it

They involve two separate issues of 
Treasury notes. The first, consist- 
ing of $250,000,000 in 3 per cent. 
certificates for six months, has ob- 
viously to do with the Treasury’s 
immediate and customary needs at 
the middle of this month. Subscrip- 
tion for these short-term notes is in- 
vited at par and accrued interest. 
The other issue is much more impor- 
tant. It is to be of 3% per cent. 
Treasury notes, offered both for cash 
and in exchange for the 4% per 
cent, Liberty bonds. The amount 
which the Treasury hopes to sell for 
cash is another $250,000,000, this 
offering also being at par and ac- 
crued interest. Subscriptions in ex- 
change for the Liberty bonds are 
invited at the price of 100%. These 
8% per cent. Treasury notes are re- 
deemable at the option of the Gov- 
ernment in three years, or may run 
for five. The amount issued in ex- 
change for the 4% per cent. bonds 
will be determined by the offers to 
exchange which are tendered and 
accepted. Summing up the effect of 
this proposed operation in redeeming 
the public debt, the Treasury state- 
ment observes that the “ present 
“exchange offering is substantially 
“the same as that of March 15 
“ last.” 

This is a point insisted upon in 
these columns a month ago when 
the Treasury plans were tentatively 
disclosed. There was then some loose 
talk of an issue of bonds at a rate 
higher than the 3% per cent. offered 
last June, of which only $245,000,000, 
out of the desired $1,500,000,000, 
were taken for exchange. Evidently 
that rate was not sufficiently attrac- 
tive to investors. But, as we said at 
the time, to offer a higher rate later 
would have been a “ manifest injus- 
“tice to bondholders who had ac- 
“ cepted the earlier offers.” Now a 
virtual equality will be maintained 
by issuing, not bonds, but Treasury 
notes at 3% per cent., including a 
premium of one-eighth of 1 per cent., 
for a period not to exceed five 
years. It might fairly be said that 


proximately equal to a 3% per cent. 
twenty-year bond. In any event, the 
Treasury has properly seen the need 
of holding the scales even between 
all classes of those who offer their 
bonds for redemption or refunding. 
There should be no difficulty in 
taking care of the remaining 
$1,180,924,000 in. 4%4 per cent. bonds 
called for Nov. 15. The Treasury 
can apply the sinking fund, and also 
surplus revenue, to their purchase. 
The amount then left to be extin- 
guished will easily be taken care of 
by the proposed issue of short-term 
Treasury notes. Thus there can be 
no doubt that the Treasury’s financ- 
ing for this year will successfully be 
carried: through. The larger. ques- 
tion of the Government bonds which 
mature next year, and possibly of 
some general refunding measure to 
cover all outstanding issues, is left 
for future study.

An- 
other influence. also tends against 
it. It is, as the Consul General of 
Brazil in New York states, that each 
Latin-American republic has more 
commercial, economic, political and 
cultural relations with the United 
States than with any of its Latin- 
American sisters. It is through 
these channels of communication 
and understanding that the evolu- 
tion of these republics is to proceed 
rather than through intracontinental 
associations that would shut them 
away from their northern neighbor 
about whom they have often an un- 
easy feeling. 

One cannot read the articles con- 
tributed to this symposium from 
both sides of the Rio Grande with- 
out reaching the conclusion that we 
must as a nation set ourselves more 
seriously to the study of those prob- 
lems which relate to our own hem- 
isphere, and especially to make clear 
to those for whom we have under- 
taken a “self-appointed protection ” 
that we have not done it for our own 
benefit. The east and west lines of 
the warp have been laid; it remains 
to carry across them the north and 
south lines of the woof to.the per: 
fecting of the New World fabric.

EUROPEAN BUSINESS 
RECOVERY. 

The report of Dr. JULIUS KLEIN, 
Director of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, on ‘‘ Euro- 
pean Business Recovery,” is full of 
encouragement and hope. Savings 
have steadily risen in the last year. 
In Germany the gain is 80 per cent. 
over the figures of the year before. 
Transportation facilities, rail, ship 
and air, have been expanded and 
improved. Dr. KLEIN is of opin- 
ion that German shipping tonnage, 
though less in volume by. 30 per 
cent. than before the war, has, by the 
large use of motor engines, almost as 
great a carrying capacity as in 1913. 
Unemployment is shrinking all the 
time. It is curious to hear that 
in the United Kingdom, so lately 
ruined” by the coal strike, there 
are now at work 1,150,000 more peo- 
ple than in 1912. 

In Germany unemployment has 
been cut down by ‘more than. two- 
thirds. But we will not summarize 
a document. which everybody inter- 
ested in the prosperity of Europe or 
of his own country should read for 
himself. The recent reiterated devo- 
tion of President CooLinGE to the all- 
saving tariff must make unpalatablé 
to him some parts of Dr. KLEIN’s 
remarks and conclusions. European 
business men are not clinging to old 
formulas... What a smack in the face 
of our tariff is this: 

It is fully realized that the pur- 
suit of the phantom of pre-war 
normalcy is not only inexpedient 
but futile, that a new economic 
world has come into being since 
1918, and the task involves not 
“‘restoration of antiquated condi- 
tions ’’ but adjustment to the new 
and vastly improved business en- 
vironment. 

One adjustment is the develop- 
ment of resources in the colonies and 
Dominions. This creates a new buy- 
ing power for machinery which this 
country will fill as far as it can; but 
the grasping foreigners by preferen- 
tial tariffs and other means intend 
to keep as much as they can of the 
profits of. this rising trade in their 
own hands, And not only may the 
flow of our manufactured exports 
to the new territories be checked, 
but some of them, producing or 
capable of producing cereals, cotton, 
lumber, petroleum, may seriously in- 
terfere with our great export trade 
in those staples. We need not dwell 
on Dr. KLSIN’s interesting refer- 
ences to “invisible” international 
transactions; on foreign control of 
some of the most important raw 
materials; on foreign efforts effec- 
tively to compete with us in the 
markets of the Far East and Latin 
America. 

The great free trade area of the 
United States, so interesting as an 
example to certain European nations, 
has long been successful in divert- 
ing attention from the defects of the 





— system. Dr. KLEZIN- holds 


body to “finish”. it. What he left 
is: two movements—finished sym- 
phonies have three or four—which 
are universally regarded as one of 
the loveliest torsos in all the realm 
of art. It is one of the immortal 
products of his genius and is still 
one of the best-beloved items of the 
symphonic repertory. He started on 
a third movement, but never got be- 
yond a few measures, a fragment so 
brief as to convey no inkling how he 
meant to go on. Why he got no fur- 
ther remains a mystery. Some have 
conjectured that no inspiration came 
to him for anything meet to be 
joined to what he had already ‘done, 
though inspiration visited him more 
familiarly than it has other artists. 

British musicians have suggested 
that a proper observance of this an- 
niversary would, be for some one, 
greatly daring, to complete the “ Un- 
finished Symphony.” It is not a néw 
idea; at least one German composer 
attempted it in the past; but neither 
he nor his product has ever been 
heard of again. No doubt sculptors 
have attempted to put arms on the 
Venus of Milo and a head on the Vic- 
tory of Samothrace; but the world 
still knows these goddesses only as 
armless and headless. Sir WALFORD 
Davies thinks that to finish the 
“ Unfinished Symphony” would be 
something of value in a world all 
too intent upon ugliness in music as 
well as in the other arts. It would 
tend to “cast afresh the spell of 
“ pure loveliness upon a few modern 

“ minds and make a timely call both 
“ upon the imagination and upon the. 
“ reverence of today.” Even a stark 
failure would have its “ revealing 
uses,” One who made the attempt to 
“imagine into existence two move- 
“ments worthy of and relevant to 
“the two that he reveres must, at 
“least, try to transmute reverence 
“into action.” 

The question of “ reverence” is 
what gives others pause. They wish 
SCHUBERT protected from rash hands. 
Professor DONALD TovEY finds that 
it is “a barbarous and. ignorant 
proposition” to try to kindle the 
imagination of one composer or age 
with a challenge to emulate and 
match another in so significant a 
genre’ as the symphony. He feels 
sure that it cannot be done; that no 
one can imagine a finale for this 
symphony — SCHUBERT apparently 
couldn’t; and are there any Schu- 
berts, even mute and inglorious, to- 
day? Professor TOVEY conjectures 
that if SCHUBERT had lived long 
enough, instead of dying at 32, he 
might have found and perfected, in 
ten years’ time, a movement of an 
unknown type, fit to be joined to the 
two, we have. But he“ died and:left 
no sign”; music has gone on into 
other paths than his; lately into 
sophistications and uglinesses that 
he knew naught of, and into a dread 
of yielding to “inspiration,” if it 
ever came, as to a weakness. 

Apparently it is less and less likely 
to come, as the years go by. Musi- 
cians are more and more devoted to 
“ originality"; they are more and 
More anxiously conscious. about it, 
more and more afraid of missing it; 
and this very consciousness and this 
fear are signa] proof that they are 
in no danger of the lightning strik- 
ing. We may agree with Sir WAL- 
FORD DAvies that an attempt to think 
back into SCHUBERT'S time and to his 
point of view, and to make this sym~ 
phony—his most intimate work—our 
still more intimate companion, will 
do us no harm, either as aspirants or 
as judges. But few will agree that 
there is any chance of success, or 
that such attempts as may be made 
will be able to find Minerva anything 
but unwilling. And if there shall be 
a wide response to the summons, 
most music lovers, we fancy, will be 
perfectly willing to let Sir WALFORD 
be the judge of them and will try to 
escape by the nearest exit, disobey- 
ing the Fire’ Commissioner’s behest 
by running, not walking.

A WAITER’S VIEW OF TIPS. 


The System Is Bad, but He ‘Needs 
‘the: Money and Tells the Remedy. 
To-the Editor of The New York Times: 

Responding to Tue Tres editorial 
suggestion. that ‘‘it would be. helpful 
if. those who live chiefly by tips 
would publish their views,’’ I desire 
to say that I am a waiter and have 
been at it for the last twenty years 
and know whereof I speak. I have 
been employed in most of the best 
hotels and restaurants and in some 
of the cheapest places in this coun- 
try. I know that most waiters would 
préfer to receive a living wage and 
not depend on tips. Every hotel and 
restaurant proprietor knows very 
well that the ‘‘salary’’ he pays is 
less than enough to provide one man 
with the..essential.things .of life, to. 
sey nothing of supporting .a family. 

A waiter must have at least aver- 
age intelligence, a strong: physique, 
be. possessed of. agility, have an in- 
exhaustible supply of patience,. must 
be a diplomat, a student of psychol- 
ogy,-.an. information bureau, must 
take insults for granted, must forget | >©° 
that he is as human as those he has 
to serve, and must have an everlast- 
ing smile on his countenance no mat- 
ter. how he feels. 

Most fashionable hotels and restau- 
rants pay waiters for a full working 
day, averaging about twelve hours,

of that he is required to pay his buss 
boy and make other presents, aver- 
aging about. $15 a month! It is only 
in the smaller places where a higher 
wage scale prevails, and very little 
higher at that. 

The proprietors can abolish the 
tipping system whenever they get 
ready.

Here is another phase of the situa- 
tion:-'Fhe men who. work ‘extras at 
banquets in the big hotels. .An extra 
man. in full. dress for an evening's 
work of about seven hours is paid 
$2.50. He spends at least 10° cents 
carfare on. getting booked, 10 cents 
to go to work, 10 cents the next. day 
to. collect. his wages, and he is re- 
quired to' hand 15 cents to the head 
waiter, noone knows why, but every 
one must do it. How much has he 
left? Exactly $2. Can’t you see that 
the ‘waiter, whether he likes it or 
not;:is compelled: to pass the plate?

committee leaves a tip for each 
waiter, he very seldom sees it, and 
to ask for it is tantamount to being 
barred: from “securing” an extra job 
in. the future.

Parking spaces must be established 
and parking of vehicles so far as 
possible prevented in congested por- 
tions of the city. It is also advisable 
that the number of automobiles and 
taxicabs should be materially re 
duced. 

But the one remedy for traffic con- 
gestion that we cannot afford is the 
reduction or restriction of popula 
tion.

Influx From Shore, Country and 
Mountain Reaches Its Peak - 
4 at ‘10 P.M. 


POLICE. KEEP LINES MOVING 


No «Serious ,Accidents. or Crimes 
Reported ‘Despite All-Day 
Stream of: Traffic. 


A great haba b> 4 ‘of ——— 
New. Yorkers, returning from their 
three-day Labor Day holiday or 
bringing back their families after 
Summer vacations to prepare for the 
reopening of the public: schools next | nh 
week, taxed all transportation routes 
into the city. to their utmost capacity 
last night. The rush ‘began in the 
late:-afternoon, -swelled during the 
early..evening,; and reached its peak 
about: 10 o’clock. It continued in a 
descehding ‘scale until after .mid- 
night. Another great rush of home- 
comers from’ seashore, countryside 
and mountain is expected ‘today. 

Reversing the process: of the great 
exodus last: Friday and Saturday, 
hundreds of thousands of persons 
poured into the city yesterday by 
train, boat and automobile. At every 
entrance to New York last. night 
there was for ‘hours a steady stream 
of tired but tanned and happy home- 
comers. Disappointed by so many 
cold and rainy week-ends in the early. 

‘of the Summer,. they had left 

wn ‘fearful lest their bor Day 
holiday should also be spoiled by the 
weather, but.they came back with 
the feeling that they had. had :the 
best possible luck as far ag sunshine, 


clear skies, and Pleasant breezes were 
concerned. 


Police Speed Up Traffic. 


The police: made - extraordinary 
preparations to keep automobile traf- 
fic moving as rapidly as possible 
over.the bridges and from the ferry- 
boat terminals, and to protect the 
crowds from pickpockets, baggage 
thieves and: other criminals... 
policemen and detectives were sta- 
tioned at all entrances to the city.’ 


Although hundreds of thousands 
flocked into the city within a few 
— some cormatet ut the total 
at elose to 2,000,000—there “was a 
— lack of trouble. No. se: 
rious accidents and no serious crimes 
were reported in connection with the 
great influx. The same fortunate 
condition’ of affairs was reported 
fromthe resorts near New Yor. yes- 
terday. 

The extra police assigned to rail- 
road stations, bridges and ferryboat 
— remained on duty from 
5 P.M. until midnight. At Pennsyl- 
vania Station and Grand Central 
Terminal ‘they were posted both in- 
side and outside the buildings, and 
in near-by streets for some distance 
away. Detectives of the pickpocket 

squad were instructed to arrest any 
hows ickpocket loitering about the 
rail stations. 

Only Minor Baggage Losses. 

Because of confusion over baggage 
on previous abor Days the railroad 
officials took special precautions 
that worked well enough to prevent 
any serious losses: The | usual 
number of coats, suitcases,.-hand- 
bags, golf sticks «and books “was 
turned over to the Lost and Found 
de ments at the railroad termi- 

to ‘await claims their-ewners. 

Forty-two extra trains were added 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad to 
bring home New’: York ‘vaéationists 
from resorts*on: the New: Jersey 
shore and from. the Pennsvivania 
and Delaware mountain | district. 
Many trains'ran in extra sections, 
About 500-additional coaches were in 
use —— the ‘day. 

York Gentral Railroad 
Tan forty-three extra trains into 
Grand Central Terminal up to last 
midnight. Forty’ additional special 
sleeping car’ s from the Adiron- 
dacks, Canada ‘and Western a 
were expécted to arrive by 9 0’cloc 
this morning. The New Haven 
brought in forty-one extra trains be- 
fore midnight and expected fifteen 
more specials by this morning from 
New England and Canada. Every 
regular train ran in extra sections 
or carried extra cars. 

It was estimated that more 
500,000 persons: entered the city las “Test 
night by Grand Central Terminal an 
Pennsylvania Station alone, and that 
the traffic through these terminals 
was at least 10 per cent. greater than 
last Labor Day. 

The traffic was. much heavier than 
it was on the Fourth of July, rail- 
road officials reported. 


Subways Also Jammed. 


Both the east and west side sub- 
way lines were jammed when the 
crowds started to pour out of the 
railroad terminals, Street car lines 
and elevated trains also were 
crowded. The thousands from the 
ferryboats along the Hudson River 
and at the Battery, plus the great 
throngs returned by subway from 
Coney Island, swelled subway traffic 
to an enormous volume. 

Special trains carrying New York- 
ers home from the Catskill Moun- 
tains and Sullivan County began to 
arrive at the West Shore Railroad 
terminal in Weehawken, N. J., about 
6 o’clock last night. Ferry service 
from Weehawken ‘to Manhattan ran 
on a five-minute schedule and every 
boat was jammed. 

Extra service was also run. by the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, the 
Lackawanna and the Erie, br: nging 
ma: thousands to New York via 
Hoboken and Communipaw from 
seashore, country.and mountain. The 
Central of New Jersey ran 500 extra: 
cars over the week-end.

In .outlining. what: he described as 
reaction, or. ‘‘a swing. to the left,’’ 
now in progress.in all.the-countries 
of the world, . Mr. Morrison warned 
his hearers against relinquishing 
personal rights, because, he said, 
such movements always begin. with 
the -workers and might conceivably 
lead: to. autocratic government; 

‘“This- tendency toward one-man 
rule is seen in 2 sent agitation 
for destruction of the primary sys: 
tem’ and a return to the.old’ canven- 
tion pine. where slates are made and 
cane dates nominated by the few,” 

he said, ‘‘to be later often: endorsed

The -same tendency -can . be 
seen in the agitation against that 
group of courageous: men in the 
nited States Senate who dare to 
conduct a filibuster to defeat special] 
privilege.’’ . : 

Labor injunctions he characterized

“How can the right to do ‘labor or 
the right to do business be classified 
as a. property right?” he. asked.

Departure of Mengelberg and 
Arrival of Toscanini. 


The engagement of Sir Thomas 
Beecham of London and Bernardino 
Molinari of Rome as. guest con- 
ductors of the,New York 
Philharmonic Orchestra, has been 
announced by Clarence. H.: Mackay, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors 
of the Philharmonic Society. Willem 
Mengelberg, who will return for his 
seventh consecutive year as conduc- 
tor of the gg will open the 
season on Oct. 13, remaini until 
Jan. 8. Arturo Toscanini will make 
his first ap ce of the season on 
Jan. 26 and will conduct all concerts 
from that date until the end of the 
season on April i. Sir Thomas and 
Mr. Molinari will appear as conduc- 
tors during the interval between the 
departure of Mr. — oe and the 
arrival of Mr. Toscanini, the former 
conducting the concerts of Jan. 12, 
13, 14 an * and the latter those 
from Jan. 16 to 26. 

Sir — Beecham, whose en- 
gagement as one of the six conduc- 
tors of the Philadelphia Orchestra 
for the coming year was announced 
June 24, has for many years been 
an outstanding figure as orchestral 
and operatic conductor in England. 
His professional career began in 
1902, soon after his duation from 
Oxford, when — ——

certs in Queen’s Hall Fe Pe don, intro- 
ducing many novelties, including = 
works of Frederic Delius. —“ he 
produced many new operas,, ong

who brought the Russian Ballet to 
London mg 1911 and 1912. 

Since the war his operatic enter- 
prises have ceased, though he has 
appeared from time to e as an 
orchestra conductor. About a year 
ago he created a sensation ‘in London 
by announcing that musical cond 
tions in England were such that h 
intended to leave his native countey 
and make his home in America. 
“England is finished,’’ he was quoted 
as saying at the time. “The only 
thing for everybody to do is to give 
up and go to America.

After the exciting vulgarity of’ 


most of our popular plays, the good 
humor and the good taste of ‘‘Pick-: 
wick,’’ put on at the Empire last 
evening, are delightful. : “Freely 
based,’’ as the program says, upon 
that : lovable old British cartoon,’ 
“The Pickwick Papers,’’ the rhyme- 
less comedy strings a series of flavor- 
some incidents —— a rather tenuous 
thread of sto It moves—when it 
does move—with obvious labor. But 
the scenery, the fine old furniture, 
the perfection of the details, the cos- 
tuming and the exact casting of the 
fifty-five parts ‘bring something of 
old England to earth again. Here it 
all is, — * and recreated, just 
as one imagines it from the racy, 
facile pages of Dickens. And Bruce 
Winston's caricature of the rotund, 
flabby Sergeant Buzfuz, trying the 
Bardle case against Pickwick, has 
an immortality of its own. the 
comic grandiloquence, absurd pathos 
and charlatanry of that scene Mr. 
Winston communicates with rare 
gusto in acting that swings and bel-

especially in the early scenes, and 
that the long waits between scenes 
break the continuity disastrously. For 
if anything could prove that D ckens 
was a man of letters and not of the 
theatre and that ‘‘Pickwick’’ cannot 
be disassociated from the printed 
page this careful and affectionate 
stage transcription proves the points. 
“Pickwick’’ is fine in spirit; it is 
desultory as a play. 

Constructing the play. from _ the 
novel Mr. Reilly and Hamilton 
have adhered closely to the text, re- 
producing long speeches in the exact 
words of Dickens, and avoiding, per- 
haps to their peril, artificial tricks 
of the stage. The play begins at 
the White Hart Inn on the eve of the 
gre Pickwick peregrination. In a 
oose and diffuse first act the Pick- 
wickians’ are introduced, Sammy 
Weller reads his poetic love lattes, 
Jingle nearly makes off with Miss 
Wardle, Tony Weller draws out his 
genial philosophy of ‘‘widders.’’ 

After the first act, the panoramic 
drama takes Pickwick tirough his 
fatal misunderstanding with the 
Widder Bardell, to the hilarious 
courtroom trial, to dank Fleet Prison 
and finally out. to the Manor Farm 
at Dingley Dell for a friendly re- 
union. One scene enacts the famous 
shooting .party where the ‘‘most ex- 
cellent warm punch” leaves Pick- 
wick sound asleep in a wheel-barrow, 
dressed in the stubby tight clothes 
appropriate to such an occasion. An- 

other reproduces the ruddy glow of 
—* English Christmas from — 
carol singers. outside to mist 
follies, dancing and singing. In all 
these scenes the direction preserves 
the well-born dignity of England 100 
ears ago. Those were days when 
he gentry lived well, with an abun- 
dance of good cheer ‘and no thought 
whatsoever. It was the genius of 
‘Pickwick’ to accept the entire 
scheme of things with a British sense 
of good humor. 

In spite of the formidable list of

Considerations as the Business 


| Community Gets to Work 


Again After Labor Day, 


Practically all American markets 
were closed yesterday. That Labor 
Day should be one of the most uni- 


versally observed American business 


holidays is odd in a way, considering 
that its original purpose was absurd 
and has never been seriously carried 
out. The legislators who established 
the holiday in 1887 probably had an 
idea of workingmen’s parades. | But 
the workingman’s idea of using the 
day was different and, since’ the 
happy thought occurred of copying 
England’s Summer “bank holiday” 
plan and fixing Labor Day for Mon- 
day, it quickly became the most 


ii | widely observed occasion for yaca- 


tion outing on the American calen- 
dar. Probably it was later that 
Labor Day came to be regarded as a 


i kind of official termination of Sum-

mer idleness in trade. 

The idea that the wheels of indus- 
try would promptly begin to turn 
again in full activity on the Tuesday 
after the first Monday in September 
was not often realized, even in older 
days; but it is true that, before the 
war and the Federal Reserve, mar- 
kets would often begin at once to be 
highly interesting after Labor Day, 
following their very perfunctory ac- 
tivity of August. One reason was, 
that in those days Wall Street and 
the business community would hear 
from the money market. With Sep- 
tember, actual reserve money from 
the New York banks would start to 
move West and South in quantity to 
‘move the crops.’’ Money rates at 
New York would always rise; if 
requisitions by interior markets were 
larger than. usual, actual money 
stringency prevailed, unless and until 
it could be allayed by Fall in ster- 
ling and import of Europe’s gold to 
renlenish Wall Street bank reserves. 

Often enough, the character of the 
business situation itself would be 
tested by this turn in the money 
market. If credit had already been 
overstrained at home, and particu- 
larly if the overstrain had occurred 
when Wall Street had already drawn 
heavily on Europe, a difficult situ- 
ation might arise in the very week of 
Labor Day. In those days, a New 
York ‘‘brokers’ loan account’’ $425,- 
000,000 larger than a year before 
would have been accepted as mean- 
ing trouble. That is now considered 
ancient history. The New York 
banks no longer have to deplete 
their own reserves to provide the 
S. th and West with payroll money. 
Interior banks apply for credit and 
currency to their own Reserve bank; 
even the Wall Street money market 
hardly stirs, and we are nowadays 
so far from appealing urgently for 
Europe to send us gold that the real 
question is, what to do with the gold 
that has already been received. 

But the “‘business outlook”’ still re- 
main: with us. For a time, Septem- 
ber’s industrial reports will mostly be 
concerned with last month’s trade, 
and there is not much doubt as to 
what they will show. But in the 
space of a few weeks we shall get 
the preliminary indications of the 
Autumn trend. The weekly returns 
of railway traffic will probably be 
the first; they should be studied, 
both with the view of discovering 
whether the Autumn increase is as 
great as in recent years, or less, and 
of seeing whether loadings of freight 
will have caught up with 1926 and 
1925, or will continue to fall behind. 

The course of manufacturing out- 
put, notably steel, will define itself 
later; there is a very considerable 
slack to be taken up, by greatly en- 
larged Autumn production before 
matching last year’s output. Nobody 
would have cited motor-car produc- 
tion as an ‘“‘industrial index” ten 
years ago, but it has lately come to 
ve one of the most carefully watched 
signs of the times—partly because of 
the immense sums now invested in 
the industry, partly because of its 
importance to the steel trade, but 
largely also because of its supposed 
reflection of the state of prosperity 
and the general consuming capacity 
of the people. On the whole, it is 
sure to be an interesting season; not 
less so, surely, because its results 
will partly settle some curious un- 
ecztainties about the existing eco- 
nomic situation in America. To what 
extent it will settle the problems of 
the stock market, only a very rash 
person would predict. 


BRITISH ISSUES HIGH IN JULY 


Exceeded Any Month Since October, 
1924, at £34,894,000. 


New capital issues in Great Britain 
for the first seven months of the 
year totaled £194,588,000, exclusive of

SAYS NEW LOCOMOTIVE 
REDUCES TRAVEL RISKS 


New York Central Tells of Tests 
of ‘Hudson Type,’ Soon 
to Be in Use. 





Complete tests of the new ‘‘Hudson 
type’? locomotive, which is to haul 
the Twentieth Century and other 
limited trains on the New York Cen- 
tral and Michigan Central Railroads, 
have established that it represents 
the highest development yet achieved 
in steam motive power, according 
to a statement issued yesterday 
from the executive offices of the 
New York Central at 466 Lexington 
Avenue. 

The ‘‘Hudson type” was designed 
by the Engineering Department of 
the New York Central in collabora- 
tion with the American Locomotive 
Company. The railroad has ordered 
sixty of the locomotives. The first 
of these was delivered several 
months ago and has been the sub- 
ject of the tests. Others have been 
received at Schenectady and the last 
of the consignment is to be delivered 
in the week beginning Nov. 7. 

The new locomotives are 95 feet, 
11 inches long over the couplers, as 
compared with 78 feet, 2 inches, the 
length of the Pacific type of leco- 
motive, which it is to replace. At a 
speed of sixty-six miles an hour the 
new locomotive develops its maxi- 
mum of 4,073 cylinder horsepower 
and 3,500 horsepower at the draw- 
bar, an increase of about 76 per 
cent. over the Pacific type. 

“The problem before the design- 
ers,”’ said the statement, ‘‘was to 
— a more powerful engine than 

as hitherto been available to haul 
hea trains on exacting schedules 
in all kinds of weather, yet one 
having a lighter load on drivers than 
the Pacific to ease wear and 
tear on trac and bridges. The 
latter was accomplished ad 
a pair of wheels to the tru 
of the Pacific t and by a better 
distribution of load,.’’ 

The railroad said that its new lo- 
comotive decreases the dangers of 
travel by reducing the phys > 
ertion generally required of engi- 
neers and firemen to a minimum, 
“thus leaving them free to devote 
their nervous energy to refinements 
of operation and to maintaining v: 
lant watch for signals.’’ The throttle 
is a multiple disk affair, and a touch 
is all that is needed to start the 
new locomotive on its way.

Unfavorable 
factors still exist, but they appear 
powerless to disturb the equilibrium 
of business.

Gutlook Continues Good. 


“Tnternational conditions are good. 
External relations, in spite of the re- 
grettable failure of the Geneva Naval 
Conference, are fortunately frec 
from sore spots. Everything points 
to a continuation of satisfactory 
business during the remaining 
months of the year. 

“Commodity prices continue at 
about the level reached during the 
second quarter of the present year, 
when Fisher's index stood at 139.9.

Outlook—For the second six months 
of 1927, 56 per cent. anticipate im- 
proved sales and collections, 14 per 
cent. report less favorable condi- 
tions, and 30 per cent. no pronounced 
change.

*‘While the four States under sur- 
vey this month are predominantly 
industrial, it should not be forgotten 
that each Has thousands of acres 
under cultivation, and the agricul- 
tural situation is a live issue in all 
four.

> fair or slightly better than 
air. 


Analysis of Reports. 
“The percentages, as recorded in 
this survey, point to a middle-of-the- 
road state of mind, with no evidence 


of pronounced optimism or pes- 
simism. On the surface, it seems dif- 
ficult to reconcile the large percent- 
age of correspondents anticipating 
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more failures with the number of 
those who look forward to improved 
sales and collections during the re- 
mainder of 1927. 

“The explanation doubtless lies in 
the conviction, expressed in many of 
the replies, that competition is be- 
coming more severe every day, and 
that some of the weaker concerns are 
bound to go under.

7. What does the latest statement 
of the trust, including a list of secu- 
rities owned, disclose?

CALL BOND ISSUES A WASTE 


State Could Have Had $10,000,000 
Balance Under Pay-as-You-Go 
Pian, Committee Contends. 


‘Fiscal chicanery, probably with- 
out parallel in the history af public 
finance,” is charged against Gov-’ 
ernor Smith in a statement by the 
Republican State Committee yester- 
day. The statement deals with the 
bond issues for public improvements 
urged by the Governor at a time, it 
is said, when he made a fight on the 
Republican Legislature for opposing 
his recommendations for a 25 per 
cent. rebate in the income tax. 

To all practical intents, ‘according 
to the tement, the rebates were 
made out of borrowed moneys. Fig- 
ures purporting to have been taken 
from records of the State Controller 
ent :as show- 
ing that all the expenditures actually 
made, together with all sums obli- 

ted under the bond issues up to 

te, could readily have been pro- 
vided from current revenues had it 
not been for the income tax rebates, 
— a balance somewhat in ex- 
cess of $10,000,000 to take care of 
future. expenditures. 

The statement issued by the com- 
mittee reads: 

Proof of the charge by the Re- 
pyblican State Committee that the 

tate has been ‘needlessly com- 
mitted to bond issues under Gov- 
ernor Smith today. is forthcoming 
from the books of Democratic State 

Controller Morris Tremaine. 

Accordi to these figures every 
cent act paid out or obligated 
to date under an authorized public 
debt of $165,000,000 contracted for 
buildings “and parks under the

Calls Bonds Needless. 


Upward of $30,000,000 in needless 
expenditure for interest over the 
life of bonds needlessly issued will 
be the total taken from taxpayers 
by this unsound Tammany fiscal 
policy. Figures taken from the 
books of the Controller and from 
the Aug: 1 fiscal statement of Gov- 


ernor Smith, supporting these con- 
clusions, follow: . 

Actual expenditures for construc- 
tion to date under the bond issues 
enumerated are approximately $21,- 
300,000. Amounts obligated under 
these bond issues total approxi- 
mately $12,500,000. The total of 
actual expenditures and sunis obli- 
gated but unexpended is thus ap- 
proximately $33,800,000. 

Amounts rebated to taxpayers 
during 1925 and 1926 were approx- 
$30,000,000. In addition on

is $44,000,000. Had this sum been 
available to apply nst actual 
and obligated expenditures for con- 
struction it would leave a credit 
balance of approximately $10,200,- 
000 to take care of future expendi- 
tures and obligations for public 
building, as of the present date. 


Alleges “‘Bunking” of Public. 

This conclusion is as plain as a 
pikestaff.

RESEARCH IN PHARMACY. 


Survey Shows 401 Workers Engaged 
in It in This Country. 

There are 401 research workers in 

pharmacy in the United States, ac- 

;cording to a census just completed 


‘by the National Conference on 


Pharmaceutical Research, of which 
Henry V. Arny, Professor of Chem- 
istry in the College of Pharmacy of 
Columbia University, is Chairman. 
During the current year there has 
been an increase of 104 research 
workers over the number engaged 
in this work last year, and 162 more 
than in 1925. 

Professor Arny announced the re- 
sults of his census at a recent meet- 
ing of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association at St. Louls. He re- 
ported: 

“The census represents a really 
thorough survey of ‘the field. Prac- 
tically every college of pharmacy 
where research work. is performed 
and practically every _ first-class 
pharmaceutical. manufacturing cor- 
poration is now included in the list.’’ 

The 401 research workers are dis- 
tributed as follows; 

‘“‘Pharmaceutical - teachers and 
their students, 181; manufacturing 
pharmacists, 188; non-pharmaceuti- 
cal teachers and their students 
(chemists and pharmacologists), 31; 
practicing chemists, 8; governmen- 
tal scientists doing pharmaceutical 
research, 17; pharmacists en ed 
in medical school work, 4; retail 
pharmacists, 12; wholesale drug- 
gists, 5; hospital pharmacists, 5. 

‘While research in —— phar- 
macology has been intentionally left 
from the census, since it is desired 
to limit the list to the making and 
dispensing of medicines, the 1927 
census does include the name of one 
pharmacologist distinguished for his 
work on the synthesis of new or- 
ganic medicaments, and also 
records the work being performed by 
ten of his pare. 

An interesting addition to the list 
is the group of eleven persons now 
studying the problem of drug mer- 
chandise distribution under’ the 
auspices of the recently created 
Druggists Research Bureau.’’ 


Wealth From New Kinds of Wheat. 

Of eleven new varieties of wheat 
introduced: into the United States by 
the Department of Agriculture or de- 
veloped in cooperative exepriments 
in recent years, five have proved of 


value to wheat growers. These are 
Kota, Federation, Hard Federation, 
Karmont, and Nodak.

Some Featares of the Pacific Mills 
Fabrics to Be Opened

Price advances of from 2% to 5 
cents per yard are announced on the

FISHING BY ELECTRICITY. 


New Method Tried in England Based 
on Humanitarian Grounds. 


The most modern method of fish- 
ing, based on economic, utilitarian 
and humanitarian grounds, is by 
electricity. English jonrnals have 
recently been commenting on exper- 
iments conducted on a small scale 
in Germany in one of the trout 
streams running into the Rhine. The 
process consists of electrifying the 
water in a given stretch so that all 
the fish are stunned and rise to the 
surface. They are then collected 
and sorted. Pike and other enemies 
to the more edible and more profit- 
able fish are dispatched, undersized 
fish are set aside and later returned 
to the water while the marketable 
fish are retained. Those of the 
catch that are judged eligible for a 
further lease on life are only tempo- 
rarily stunned and — * none the 
worse for their experience.
